been ſeen and heard at Times, by moſt of the 
Homen in this Part of the Town. The i- 
cular Office of this Ghoſt is to viſit the rs 
of Women in Child-bed only, and if they are 
not for this Life, to give them fair Warning 
by three loud Shrieks;, and if a Midwife or a Nurſe 
do but report they have heard any thing like this, 
though the Woman ſhall be in the moſt happy 
Way of Recovery, the Husband would be thought 
worſe than an Infidel, if Preparations are not im- 
mediately made for his Wite's Funeral. I have 
heard that it would be as difficult to perſuade 
theſe People out of this Notion, as it would be 
the Foot Guards out of tltir Tobacco and Geneva, 
ſo ſtrongly are they confirm'd in it. There goes 
likewiſe a Story of another Apparition, and that 
is the good Lady D—c—re, who, they ſay, takes 
a Pride in riding about the Streets at Midnight 
in a Chariot, with the Footmen, Horſes, and 
the reſt of her Retinue without their Heads, 
and has been ſeen by Thouſands, I have been 
told of an Iriſ Gentleman, who was fo difturb'd 
and territy'd, at the Report of the Appearance 

of this ſtrange Spectre, that he apply d to a juſ- 
tice of the Peace for his Warrant, to get her 
Ladyſhip taken up. Nay, an honeſt Book/eller 
of my Acquaintance in JPeſtmin/ter-hall, who 
ſhall be nameleſs, has aſſur'd me, that this Place 
is ſo haunted, * that both he and his Wife, who 
were born in the Night, and are apter to per- 
ceive Things of this Nature than other Peo- 
ple, plainly bcheld one Evening q about daskifh 
the Apparition of the Marque la Poltroniſe, a 
Cornet kill'd in the French Army at Hochſtedt, 
making an Attempt to ſteal down the Colours 
and Standards as hang up in the Hall, in Me- 
MY mory 
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mory of that Battle; but that the Shop-keepexs 


being alarm'd, and Monſieur finding himſelf diſ- 


cover'd, he vaniſh'd away after the Trench Field

DuRING the Receſs of Parliament and the 


Courts of Juſtice, the Trades-people here are 


the moſt complailant and obliging, of any in 
the Town. I have ſen an hundred Courteſies 
dropt for the Sale of a nine-penny Night-cap ; 
and a pair of Gloves of fourteen Pence purchaſe, 
ſent home in a very decent Manner as far as 
Hhite-Chappel. In this Seaſon it is eſteem'd the 
beſt Pariſh in London for the ftudious and con- 
templative, a Cat being aſſoon to he ſeen in a 
Cathedral, or a Lawyer at an Evening Lecture, 
as a hackney Coachman in either of the Palace- 
Yards; theſe tumultuous Birds, like Swallows in 
the Winter, taking their Flight to kinder Cli- 
mates; and tis a common Obſervation that for 
the firſt Day of a Seſſion of Parliament, or of a 
Term, there is more Joy expreſs'd in Yeſtminſter- 
2 than there is in the Cate-houſe for an Att of 
race. 

THis Pariſh is remarkable for the Reſidence 
it gives to a great Number of brave, h 
idle, loyal Fellows, who, to do 'em Juſtice, wou 
gladly work, il they had it. Theſe Gentlemen 
are generally viſible in a Morning at Young Mans 
and the 7ilt-Jard, rakeing in the News Papers 
for Apprehenſions, military Preparations, Ruptures, 
&c. But on the bare Mention of a Plenipo, 
they appear as ſimple as a Citizen in the draw- 
ing Room, or a Maid the Morning after Mar- 
riage, that Term being full as terrible, as a 
Writ from the Marſhals Court; for the one cur- 
tails their Subſiſtence, as the other abridges their 

B 2 Liberty ; 
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Ly: Two valuable Privileges belonging to 
men. 

"Tz Fields of this Pariſh ſtands a famous 
Factory for Hemp, which is wrought with grea- 
ter Indu than ordinary, becauſe the Manu- 
facturers often enjoy the Fruits of their own La- 
bour, a Privilege not to be boaſted of in many 
other Countries; though, by the Way, great 
Numbers of Engliſh . have here a 
Reftraint put upon their Liberties; and for no 
other Reaſon than a free Exerciſe of their Pro- 
perties, which, I know, has given no ſmall Of- 
fence to divers of the F riends of our excellent 
Conſtitution. 

TH1s Part of the Town often leads me into 
the Park, where I have with Pleaſure beheld the 
Bravery and Intrepidity of the Officers of the 
Engliſh Army. I know a Gentleman, who, when 

was upon the Point of being admitted 'into 


Scarlet, it was queried amongſt the Core, whe- 


ther he was duly qualified, becauſe he happened 
to be born — a Saſh, till he gave the Per- 
ſon, who firſt objected it, a moſt convincing Proof 
of his Capacity, to ſerve his Country in a mili- 
tary Way, This very Gentleman have I ſeen 
charge a whole Batallion of Foot on the Parade, 
with no other Weapon than an oaken Plan 
whereby many a brave Fellow has drop'd, — 
he is now alive and well; tho' not many Years 
ago, there was an Officer who had a Ball {ent Ex- 
preſs thro' his Peruke, for being ſomething too ven- 
tureſome that Way. 

THE daily Diſpoſition of the ſeveral Guards 
and Garriſons is a Sight worthy the Obſervation 
of a Foreigner. The Guard that marches to St. 
James „ may well enou gh be ſtil d the Broom 

of 
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of the Park, for ſweeping away the idle Rub- 
biſh of the Town, which litters the Parade eve- 
ry Morning. The Muſick with which this Guard 
is uſually attended, has broken the Bands of 
Friendſhip between many a Journeyman Shoe- 
Ma ter and his Maſter ; and I have known a 
Man of Quality ftand curſing himſelf a full 
Hour together for his Peruke, on this Account; 
and a Letter which has required the utmoſt 
Diſpatch, kept Pace with the red heel'd Shoes 
of a Colonel. Hence it is, that ſuch Numbers 
of Apprentices get their Heads broke, and the 
News Papers crouded with Advertiſements of 
Run-aways, TI believe, that if this Mirth was 
to be practiſed through the City, the People at 
St. James's would ſoon have a Conſort about 
their Ears; and perhaps the Town filled too with 
Petitions and Proteſts. 


ST. FAME Ss in Weſtminſter has a very 
large Share of the Nobility and Gentry, yet a Per- 
ſon of an indifferent Rank, may find a va- 
cant Seat in the Church on the Sabbath. The 
Quality, who fly about here with their ſump- 
tuous 46 es, imagine themſelves to be the 
Admiration of the Vulgar Sort. On the contrary, 
they are the only Objects of their Ridicule, they 
being too well acquainted with their moſt pri- 
vate Affairs. Moſt of the Quality judging them- 
ſelves ſecure, in their more ſecret Vices, from 
the ſeeming Ignorance of thoſe about em; when it 
is notorious, that a louring, awkardly Fellow, with 
a Weſt Country Countenance, whom no Body 
would ſuſpect no more than the Devil, ſhall car- 
ry off the whole Converſation of a Tea-Table, 
and report it Verbatim tg half the Ale-Houieès

in Town. A Man of Quality's Letters to a Ma- 
tron upon the Subject of a Girl, or to his Mi- 
ſtreſs, are frequently expos'd to one Third of 
the Pariſh, before they reach Directions. Wax 
and Wafers, being but trifling Obſtacles to theſe 
etrating People's Curioſities : Their conſtant 
ethod being to furniſh themſelves with Mat- 
ter of Reproach againſt their 1. and Mi- 
reſſes, the better to prevent à Diſmiſſion, elſe 
how ſhould it happen, that ſo many Yalets and 
Grooms, are daily provided for; and ſo many 
pert taunting Huſſeys continued in their Places, 
upon Foot of not the leaſt Merit, but that of 
their being capable to furniſh Matters for a new 
Atalantis, out of the ſeveral Families they are 

entertained in. 
DURING the late War with France, the In- 
duſtry of that Court was ſuch, that its Agents 
found Means to corrupt moſt of the Yalers and 
Footmen of our prime Nobility; and indeed it 
was a Stratagem as ſurpriz'd all Europe; for by 
this Method they arrived at an early Knowledge 
of many material Occurrences, - At Paris I have 
been aſſur d, that the Diſcovery of the Dunkirk 
Plot was owing to the Perſidy of a Scotch No- 
bleman's running Footman, however it happen'd, 
that a certain great Engliſh Lady came to be ſo 
induſtriouſly and ſalſly aſpers'd on that Ac- 
count; and I have ſince had a more favourable 
Opinion of the late Elector of Bav— ia, for I re- 
member our Camp in Flanders ſwarmed with 
theſe Varlets at that Time. There are few but 
know that the Treaty of Utrecht, was publickly 
talk'd of in the late Lord Bolinz—ke's Kitchen, 
long before Monſieur Me/zager landed with the 
Preliminaries at Dove, and that the m_ 
er's 
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der's reſiding at Soner ſet-Houſe Incog. in the 
Year of Peace, was blabbed out one of the 
Duke d' Aum—ni's Poſtillions. That remar- 
kable Intrigue, carcied on in a Perſon of Quali- 
ty's Houſe, near Hanover-Square, had been a 

rently known to all the Grooms and Footmen in 
Town , many Months before the Lady's Father 
or Mother had the leaſt Suſpicion of the Af- 
fair; and when it did at length come to their 
Knowledge, the Diſcovery was owing to an Ac- 
cident two memorable to be forgotten. 

THE greater Diſtance the Quality keep cheir 
leſſer Servants at, theſe Sort of Matters are the 
farther kept from their Knowledge; though I know 
ſome prudent. Families, who are never without 
their Agents for the Affairs below Stairs 3 but 
theſe are generally blown and hated, and often- 
times fall in with the Meaſures of the Kitchen; 
and then make but an inſignificant Report to the 
Chamber. 

THERE's nothing more common in this Part 
of the Town, than for People of Quality and 
Rank, to receive Reverences and Smiles, with o- 
ther Tokens of F amiliarity, from Perſons they 
never heard of, or beheld before. I was once 
walking in the Mall with a Gentleman, who 
about half an Hour before, had commen- 
ced an Acquaintance with me at a little Coffee- 
Houſe within the Yerge His Name, as I re- 
member, was Mac Shuffle, by the Token he took 
a Glaſs of Uſquebagh at the Bar, and threaten'd 
to pay for it when he returned. There paſſed 
before us a Nobleman veſted with a blue Garter ; 
and his Servants, I obſerved, were worried about. 
by the People, to know what Duke it was, tho 
he — to fall two Degrees below that Dig- 


nity. 
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nity. Mr. Mac Shuffle begs my Pardon for a 
Moment, and ſtept up very eagerly to his Lord- 
ſbip, and makes him the moſt obſequious Bow; 
ſome Civilities paſſed, but I was at too great a 
to learn the Subject of their Confe- 
rence, which laſted about a Minute and an half, 
when Mr. Mac Shuffle returned, and acquaints 
me, that he had given his Lordſhip an Invita- 
tion to the Seat of his Family in Berkſdire, to 
fell a Brace, or two, of Pheaſants, and breathe 
their Air for a Week or fo, upon the Score of 
a very long and intimate Acquaintance between 
them. At preſent I was neither able to credit 
or diſcredit him: But he meeting with two other 
Berkſhire Gentlemen of his Acquaintance, I ob- 
tained my Enlargement; and applying my ſelf to 
one of the Earls Footmen, I defired he would 
fatisfy my Curioſity ſo far, as to inform me, 
what really paſs'd his Maſter and my 
Friend. e Fellow readily told me, that the 
Gentleman, ſpeaking low to his Lord, told 
im, He was in the utmoſt Diſtreſs, and begged 
bis Lordſhip to give him an Opportunity to lay be- 
fore him a more particular Account of bis Mi 

fortunes and Poverty, in order to his Charity.

of pious Memory, was a great Benefactor to this 


Pariſh ; for ſoon after the Plague in London, he 
re-peopled it with ten thouſand Proteſtant Fami- 
hes, who prov'd the moſt implacable Enemies 
the late French King ever had; their Zeal againſt 
the grand Monarch was ſuch, that upon the News 
of his loſing of a Battle, or a Town, many of 
them would willingly have made Bonfires of their 
own Bodies, had they been but of a proper Con- 
ſiſtency, 
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ſiſtency. Ragouſts, Soupes, and Fricaſies, are migh- 
tily talk'd of this Way; and the true born Eng- 
i here, are the moſt gay in their outward 

ppearance of any People in London, a pauper 
Dreſs being eſteemed a dreadful Impiety, and to 
ap in ſuch at the Church is thought a Pro- 
fanation of the Sabbath. Here's a certain great 
Lady, who, becauſe the Keys of her ffrong Box 
have been miſſing ever ſince the South-Sea was 
at High-water, runs the Hazard of D—m--—n. 

ONCE, on a Sabbath Day, I was requeſted to 
dine with a Shopkeeper in this Pariſh ; the Man's 
Income, I believe, might amount to about ſe- 
venty Pounds per Annum, and his Family con- 
ſiſted of one Wife and a Daughter ot about eigh- 
teen; they were extraordinary Oeconomiſts, brew'd 
their own Beer, waſh'd at home, made a Joint 
hold out two Days, and a Shift three; let 
three Parts of their Houſe ready furniſh'd, and 
kept paying one Quarter's Rent. under another. 
In ſach like Circumſtances had they gone on for 
ſome Years, and the worſt the World could fay 
of them was, That they liv'd above what they 
had, that their Daughter was as proud a Slut as 
ever clapt Clog on Shoe Leather, and that they en- 
tertained Lodgers as were no better than they ſhould. 
be. This, one would think, is a pretty tole- 
rable Sort of a Character, conſidering how Cha- 
raters and Neighbourhoods go now a-Days ; for 
if that a Family would live devoid of theſe Sort 
of Reflexions, they muſt ſhut themſelves up in an 
Inn of Court, where the Husband runs the Ha- 
zard of being horn'd every Day of his Life; fo 
that according to the Proverb, There's never 4 


good Conveniency, &c. My Orders were not to ex-

P. n uſually returns the People on the Hands of 
the Pariſh, and the time their Dinner ſeldom 
faiPd of being on the Table. I was ſo punQtual, 
that we all met together at the Door, the good 
Folks from the Church, and I from the Rum- 
mer. Mrs. Mary and her Mother, had no ſoon- 
er enter'd the Houſe, but the poor People (I 
ſhall never forget them) both burſt out into a 
lamentable Flood of Tears: I apprehended they 
had been deeply touch'd by ſome edifying Diſ- 
courſe; but their Dolor ſoon appear'd to be up- 
on a very different Occaſion : It ſeems they had 
beheld at Church, a proud trolloping Mints, their 
oppoſite Neighbour, who fat inſulting the whole 
Ariſh, in a charming Sattin Suit, &c. a charming 
lacd Head, &c. a charming, &c. Thus Mother 
and Daughter run on with a Catalogue of this 
Lady's Fineries, and wonder'd how the Devil ſhe 
did to do it, the Husband being but a Retailer of 
Beer and Beer, and had not finger'd a Farthing 
of the Poor's Money, he having not, as yet, ar- 
rivd to the Dignity of Church-warden. Poor 
Molly continu'd bewailing their hard Fate, cry- 
mg, She muſt go like no Body, or like an Up- 
bolfterer's Daughter, and be taken for the Pariſh 


Enſign, as bearing on her Back the Remnant of 


Half the People's. Window: Curtains. 
| I can never paſs through Cranburn-Alley, but 
Lam aftoniſh'd at the Remiſſheſs or Lenity of 
the Magiſtrates; in ſuffering the Pretender's In- 
tereſt to be carry'd on, and promoted in ſo publick 

and ſhameful a manner as it there is. Here a 
Fellow ſtands eternally bawling out his Pye-corner 
Paſtorals in behalf of Dear Jemmy, Lovely Jem- 
N, &c. I have been credibly informed this Man 
hes actually in his Pocket a Commiſſion under the 


Pre- 
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Pretenders great Seal, conſtituting him his Bal- 


lad-ſinger in Ordinary in Ereat-Britain; and that 
his Ditties are ſo well worded, that they often 
iſon the Minds of many well-meaning People; 
t this Perſon is not more induſtrious with 
his Tongue in behalf of his Maſter, than others 
are at the ſame time buſy with their Fingers a- 
mong the Audience ; and that the Monies col- 
lected in this manner, are moſt of thoſe mighty 
Remittances the Poſt-Boy ſo frequently boaſts of 
being made to the Chevalier. 


St. MART IN's in the Fields is at preſent at 
ſixes and at ſevens, by reaſon their Pariſh-Church 
is in ſuch Hands, as God knows when it will get 
out of them; in the mean time the Inhabitants 
are ſupply'd with a decent Tabernacle, which can 
produce as handſome a Shew of Mhite- hands, Di- 
amond-rings, pretty Snufj-boxes, and gilt Prayer- 
Books as any Cathedral whatſoever ; here the 
fair Penitents pray in their Patches, ſue for Par- 
don in their Paint, and ſee their Heaven in Man. 
The Officers of this Pariſh are ſaid to be generally 
more corpulent than any in the Liberty, whach 
is thought to be owing, in a great Meaſure, 
to the fruitful Adventures of the vaſt Num- 
ber of Milliners and Chamber-maids within their 
Juriſdiction. A certain Scotch Colonel was for- 


merly a great Benefactor this Way, but Age and 


Infirmities having advanc'd very briskly upon him, 


his Loins have failed. Theſe are eſteem'd a Peo- 


ple of univerſal Goodneſs and Charity; and tis 
not long ſince they gave a remarkable Inftance 
of it to the Pariſh of Kenſington, from whence 
they transferr'd an Ill Job, and took the Sin and 
Shame upon themſelves, tho', by the way, there

was a worthy Baronet, who indefatigably labour'd 
to clear the Pariſh of the Guilt. 

THE Malt Duty is no where better promo- 
ted than in this Part of the 'Town ; the Gentle- 
men of the moſt illuſtrious Order of the Shoulder- 
knot, eſteeming the firſt Meal to be the moſt con- 
ducive to Health and long Lite of any in the Day. 
T have ſeen a Nobleman's Porter fairly ſwallow two 
Gallons of Stale-beer for his Breakfaſt ; and a 
brawny Ale-Wife, ready to rend down her Bro- 
thel, with roaring for whole Tuns of Six-threads, 
or Devil come ſtitch me, as they call them, to be 
hurried over to Gentlemens Houſes for their 
Footmens Repaſt at Five in a Morning; and a 
Company of Chairmen and Coachmen, ſhall drive 
down as large Quantities of Two-penny and Kit- 
chen Reverſions, at a Breakfaſt, as would fairly 
ſubſiſt fifty French Families in Spitile-Fields, for 
a Fortnight. 

St. GILES's in the Fields, is a moſt wealthy 
and populous Pariſh, and is faid to furniſh His 
Majeſty's Plantations in America with more Souls 
than all the reſt of the Kingdom beſides. Tis 
very rare that the Executioner fails of being a Na- 
tive as wellas an Inhabitant hereof Of the lower 
Sort there go two juſt Proverbs, viz. St. Giles's 
Breed, Better to hang than ſeed; fat, ragged and 
fawcy, as abounding in Pedlars, Fiſh-women, News- 
cryers, and Corn-cutters. I am very much con- 
cerned for the Gentlemen in the Commiſſion of 
the Peace here, who enjoy but a ſlender Share of 
that Bleſſing - themſelves, being worn out in de- 
termining and healing the Breaches 'as continu- 
ally happen among theſe various Species of Peo- 
le. But I am told, that thro? the Diligence »f 
Meſſleurs Wild and Ketch, a good deal of Trou- 
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ble is taken off their Hands in Lewk—rs Lane, 
Park—s Lane, St. Thom- s Street; and that a 
Perſon may now venture to travel thro' at Mid- 
day without Piſtols. 

THERE goes a Story of a certain Gentleman in 
this Pariſh, who is modeſtly computed worth 
three Plumbs, that this Perſon has often ſtood 
amaz d at the extravagant Diſpoſition of Provi- 
dence, in poſſeſſing the Human Species with 
two ſuch expenſive Appetites, as Drinking and 
Eating; and has more. than a thouſand 
times with'd himſelf tranſlated into an Heifer, 
that he might have fed Gratis upon ſome Com- 
mon. In theſe Sentiments has he liv'd, or rather 
ſtary'd, for above 70 Years ; and no Man can be 
more truly ſaid to have ſubdued his « Paſſions, 
than himſelf A Fleſb-monger his Neighbour, 
had kept a watchful Eye upon him for ſome 
Years, hoping that he might ſtill prove good for 
ſomething one Day or other, till he was certain- 
ly informed, the old Gentleman had many Years 
ago, diſpoſed of his Body to an Anatomiſt, for a 
valuable Conſideration ; ſo that whenever his De- 
miſe happens, he may avoid the Expences of a 
Funeral. a 
O the Borders of this Pariſh is ſituated that 
antient and venerable Spot the Hundred of Drury, 

hich, I hear, is the Property of two or three 

artſhes more: There are reckon'd to be one 
Hundred and ſeven Pleaſure-Houſes, within and 
about this Settlement, the Ladies whereof ply 
the Paſſengers at Noon-day, as publickly as the 
Solicitors do their Clients at Veſtminſter. A 
Romiſh Prieſt, who has lodged here many Years, 
Aſures me, that to his Knowledge, the Societies 
for the Reformation of Menners, have taken 
| more

more Pains, and expended as large Sums to reclaim 
this new Sodom, as would have fitted out a Force 
fafficient to have conquer'd the Spaniſh Meſt- 
—_ 
Tas about the Time of the Bubbles, that 
the Inhabitants had a very ſcurvy Trick put up- 
on them by a crafty Projector, who gave them 
Aſſurrances his Intereſt was ſo powerful Above, 
that he doubted not but to be able to procure cer- 
tain Privileges and Immunities for the Place ; and 
rhaps to ſet them upon a Foot with their 
Siſters of Venice and Leghorn. The Lane and ad- 
cent Alleys grew big with the Project, and a 
arge Subſcription was carried on to render it ef- 
feftual : Fortunate for the Fellow; at this 
very Criſis, the Bill for the better Preſervation of 
be Game of the Kingdom, &c. happen'd to be de- 
pending in Parliament ; whereupon nothing leſs 
than Deſtruction of the whole Neighbour- 
hood was apprehended thro' the Joy that was 
ſhewn on this Occaſion, by the inceſſant Bonfires

HERE all our Ladies of Quality of tolerable 
Beauty, and our celebrated ,Toaſts, &c. are repre- 
fented by Proxy without their Knowledge, from 
the Ortelan Dwuzche/s, even down to the famous 
black Toy-NMoman in the City. I heard of a 
Frenchman once boaſting in a publick Com- 
at Paris, of the Favours he had re- 
ceiv'd from a certain Engliſh Counteſs in la Rue 
Drury Ville Londres, when the Lady's Brother 
ee: chanc'd 
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chanced to be preſent, ſo that Monſieur met 
with a Juſt Chaſtiſement for his Ignorance and 
Impertinence. gs 


St. PAUL in Covent-Garden. The Vicith- 
tude of all Human Affairs is pretty diſcernable 
in the Lives of the Gameſters, who patrole the 
Piazza, for about three Hours generally in an 
Afﬀternoon. I have known an inauſpicious Hand 
of Cards, or Dice, tranſmute a, Silver hilted 
Sword into a Braſs one, and a Paduaſoy Suit in- 
to a plain Duroy.

THE IRISH SOCIETY of Fortune Hun- 
ters, are ſaid to hold their quarterly Meetings in

Sr. MARY in the Savoy is noted for a 
good old Royal Palace, formerly inhabited by 
rereigns, but now by Subjects. I was paſſing 
by it, as I remember, upon the firit Day of a 
Term, and obſerving a Number of People aſ- 
ſembled about a Foot Soldier and a Barrifter of 
the Temple, (who were engaged in very high 
Words, ) I enquired into the Occaſion of the 
Diſpute, and was informed the Cafe was as fol- 
lows. It being Execution Day at Tyburz, and 
the Hackney Coaches moſtly employed in tran!- 
Porting the Rutchers Conſorts thither, the Law- 
yer was footing it down to Weſiminſter, and hap- 
ned to void his Urine within a Yard or two 
of the Soldier's Poſt, who had put him under 
Arreſt on his refuſing to pay the Penalty due on 
ſuch Occaſions. The Barriſter inſiſted very ſtre- 
nuouſly on the Centinel's producing the Statute 
in this Caſe made and provided, and cited ſeve- 
ral Precedents and Authorities to prove the 
Law fulneſs of piſſing againſt the Palaces, which 
he ſaid hid been practiſed in all Ages, and Na- 
tions, 
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tions, without Interruption, till this Time. The 
Soldier declared that the Sum in Queſtion, which 
was but a poor Sixpence, was more his Property 
than the Coat on his Back, and inſtanced ſeveral 
Caſes wherein it had been paid by Captain Gene- 
rals, and added, that the Act againſt Mutiny and 
Deſertion never intended that the Servants of the 
King and People ſhould be liable to ſuch mean 
Inſults without a Compenſation, and that al- 
though they were a People placed the laſt in the 
Rolls of Fortune, they ſtood the firſt in the Liſts 
of Honour. The Barriſter rejoyned and humbly 
apprehended that by the ftanding Laws of the 
Kingdom, no Man ought to be fined, or amerced, 
but in a regular and judicial Way, and very 
fairly offered to ſubmit it upon this Iſſue, That 
if the Soldier would undertake to prove the Of- 
fence not to be a lawful and neceflary Occaſion, 
in which all the free-born Subjefts of England 
were to be protected, he would ſuffer the Con- 


ſequence. After the Matter had been thus ſo- 


lemnly argued for . near three Quarters of 'an 
Hour, the Mob called out for the Queſtion, 
which was ſtated and put as follows, viz. Reſolved, 
that it appcars to this Aſſembly, that Lawrence 
Litizious of the Inner Temple Eſq; ſtands indeb- 
ted to Leonard Lackſhirt, of the third Regiment 
of Guards, Gent. the Sum of one Sixpence, good 
and lawtul Money of Great Britain.

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IF any of theſe can ſound the Servants of the 
fick Perſon, and learn that Part of the Will 
relating to the Funeral, tis not at all amiſs, but if 
it happens to be a private Interment the News 
is too bad to be reported. 

THE1R other 8 are the Chairmen, 
who by their conſtant Attendance upon the greater 
Sort, are very uſeful Hands. Theſe Lo- heeld 
Gentlemen ſhall watch as impatiently for the laſt 
Gaſp of a Perſon of Quality, as a Jew for an 
Opportunity to debauch his Maid; and the Pe- 
ter at the Door no ſooner gives out the Word 
DEAD, than theſe human Horſes are fled Ex- 
preſs to all the burial Offices in Town, it being 
the conſtant Cuſtom for every one of them to 
pay for the Intelligence, though they miſs the 
Job. There are indeed ſome great Families which 
keep as conſtant to their Fle/b-Monger as to their 
Fiſh-Monger. In theſe Caſes *tis only common to 
keep a Diary of every one's Health; but if any 
happens to fail of Appetite for two or three 
Days, and the Aſes are ordered to attend, tis 

„ all Hands are ſet to work; ſo that many 
a leaden Coffin has been making, while the Per- 
fon, for whom it was defigned, has been very in- 
nocently fitting at an Opera; and the compleat- 
Furniture of a Funeral, even to the very Hatch- 
ment has been ready, at leaſt, three Months be- 
fore the Party has expired. Every one knows 
| that very lately, a certain Nobleman's Coffin was 
waiting near four Hours at his Door before he 
was fairly deceaſed; and that at the Time when 
the late dreadful Plague was raging with great 
Violence in France, one of theſe carnal minded 
Men in the City, offered to purchaſe ten thou- 
tand Pound South-Sea Stock, for half a Year, as 


judging 
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judging he ſhould be able to pay for it in that 
time: I remember that the ſame Fellow had like 
to have been laid by the Heels for inſulting a 
Member of Parliament, for no other Reaſon, but 
becauſe he had voted for the Quarantine Act. 


St. CLEMENT DANES. Theſe People 
have been a long time intent in repairing and 
beautifying their Temple. It has prov'd as all 
Undertakings of this Kind generally do, an ex- 
penſive piece of Work: However, the Inhabitants 
are accommodated with a little more Mu/ick for 
their Money than heretofore ; tho' it has neceſ- 
farily occaſioned a riſe on the Price of Land in 
the Church-yard, a Grave there going now at 
between. twelve and fourteen Years Purchaſe ; 
wherefore People have begun to grow more frugal 
of their Health than formerly ; for ſince the Fall 
of South-Sea, *tis not every one that can afford 
to rot at this unreaſonable Rate. 'The Apo- 
thecaries, Vintners, and Phyſicians, already feel 
the ill Effects of it; and I'm inform'd, many of 
them are about to leave the Place, if this Matter 
be not timely remedied ; for, as they ſay, no one 
can tell where it may end. 

Tits Pariſh is deem'd an excellent Air for 
breeding Attorneys in. A buſy Praftitioner's Wife 

was the other Day brought to Bed of a thump- 
ing Boy with a Cawl over his Face, exactly in 
the form of a Capias: Now, as the Child has a 
certain Protection from Drowning, I would adviſe. 
his Parents, for the Lad's fake, to bring him up 
rather to the Sea than. the Law, for People can 
never be too cautious. The chief Subject of all 
Converſation here turns upon J erdicts, Coſts, Da- 
mages, Writs of Enquiry, &c. And ſome Years 

| ago, 
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ago, an Attorney in low Circumſtances, was cha- 
ritably entertained at Dinner four or five times 
a Week by an honeſt Tradeſman, who at laſt 
brought in a Bill upon his Bene factor, charging 
an Attendance for every Meal, and I remember 
tued and recovered too: So that it was from this 
Accident came the Proverb, He has eat me out of 
Houſe and Tome. 

THE Matrons Needh--m and Silveſ-r, may 
boaſt as they pleaſe of their Judgment in Diſb- 
ing out a Girl, but it is the Opinion of moſt of 
the ingenious Gentlemen of the Inns of 
that the Lady Ribban excels all the Pretenders 
to this Art. The luſcious Diſhabille this Gentle- 
woman appears in every Morning, has not onl 
drawn great Cuſtom to her own Shop, but to 
the Coffee-Houſes in her Neighbourhood ; and 
I have been told of ſeveral impotent Letchers 
who have ſent their Miſtrefſes to copy this fa- 
mous Pyramid of Paint, Lace, and Cambrick, &c. 

I know it will be expected, that now I am in 
this Neighbourhood, ſome Notice ſhould be ta- 
ken of Mr. William the faithful Meſſenger of the 
Muſes, who is conſtantly miniſtring to the Publick 
the Advices Foreign and Domeſtict; and is early 
every Morning ranging his Papers in excellent 
Order, and with great Juſtice, according to their 
reſpettive Credit and Seniority, upon the Coun- 
ter. The Daily Courant he poſts firſt, as ſupe- 
rior in Credit to any other, excepting the Gazette, 
for the Affairs abroad. After him, the Daily 
Journal, and Daily Poſt, as the two Chief In- 
telligencers at Home. The Poſ-Boy takes the 
Right-hand of the Flying-Poſt and Poſt-man ;, and 


the Weekly-Fournals, and Pamphlets are piled 
in the Window on one ſide. The paying no Stamp 
E Duties 
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Duties are not permitted to herd among the 
Friends to the Revenue. 

THERE was formerly a good Cuſtom of Sad- 
 dling the Spit in this Pariſh, which for Reaſons 
well known at Neſtminſter, is now laid aſide ; fo 
that Wives, whoſe Husbands are Sea-faring Per- 
ſons, or who are otherwiſe abſent from them, 
have lodg'd here ever ſince very quietly. 


St. DUNSTANS in the Neſt. Here are alſo 
too many in this Pariſh, who would appear more 
polite their Neighbours, by breeding up 
their Sons, nay, and ſometimes their Daughters 
too, to practiſe the Law; but I am ſorry to ſay, 
that this, conſider'd as a Profeſſion, is attended 
with Conſequences very fatal to Families ; for 
tho our Seats of Juſtice are filld with Men, 
from whom we may expett all that is Equal 
and Juſt; yet by the Turns and Managements 
of the inferior Practitioners in thoſe Courts, our 
Approach to them is made ſo intricate and ex- 
penfive, that they who are oblig'd to ſue for their 
own in the common Forms, are frequently Un- 
done, even tho* they obtain the Verdict in their 
Favour. There are many other Proceedings in 
the Law, of a like Nature, which, if truly con- 
ſider'd, have, methinks, but an odd Appearance, 
in a Country of ſo much boaſted Liberty. But 
if while we cenſure, what ſeems thus unreaſonable 
in the Method of ſome of our Law Practices, it 
ſhould be alledg'd, that notwithftanding all this, 
it has produced many Great and Uſefub Men: I 
allow it; only it may be worth conſidering, whe- 
ther we have not more Reaſon to be aſhamed we 
Hand in need of them, than to boaſt that we have 
them. And I will ask this plain Queſtion, If that 
| | would 
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would not be eſteem'd a happier Climate where 
there is no need of Phy/icians, than where the Un- 
certainty, or Unwholſomneſs of the Air has en- 
courag'd ſo many of them toſettle, that you are 
ſure of finding a good one in cy Street 

Ram-Alley, one of the Temple Avenues, a Place 
which Tm told, is the Night Scene of a good deal 
of obſcure Gallantry among Serjeants Clerks, and 
Judges Footmen ; a Market, where Half-pence 
paſs in current Payment ; and Abundance of dir- 
ty Love is hung out to Sale ready made, and at 
reaſonable Rates. I remember a pleaſant Ad- 
venture which happen'd to the Maſter of a Vet 
ſel (newly come aſhoar) in the Latitude of this 
Place, who /py'd and came up with a pretty 

oung Wench, rigg'd in a round-ear'd Cap and 

oulewife's Apron, and in her Hand a large 
Key, as of an outer Door; equipt with theſe 
Tokens of a Servant in the Neighbourhood, he 
began to give Chaſe, and endeavour d to ſpeak with 
her: The poor Innocent kept off, as if ſhe had been 
really afraid, but ſtood in with the Trade Wind 
for Bolt and Tun Creek ;, the Captain crowded all 
his Sail, and ffanding direftly after her, he ſoon 
came to an Anchor a- ibwart ber Hawſe, But 
the next Day was oblig'd to have his Poop ex- 
amin'd by an able Surgeon, who upon viewing his 
Caſe, pronounced it as handſom a P——x as he 
had obſerv'd throughout the whole Courſe of his 
Practice. 

THESE fair Traders, who appear by Moon- 
light, an] retail by Inch of Candle, range 
themſelves in due Order, at moſt of the Doors 
and Bulks of his, and of the other principal 
Streets in the City ; for when other Trades- 
People think fit to finiſh and ſhut their Shops in, 
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their Buſineſs begins, and they commonly keep 
mus Twelve and One in the Morning. One 


of theſe indefatigable Damſels tells me, ſhe pays a 
certain cruel Shopkeeper in Fleet- ſtreet halt a Crown 
a Night for her Stand, prompt Payment, beſides 
certain Perguiſites; and that this poor Drudge 
is many times made Wife and Fidow Twenty- 
five times in an Evening, ſo fickle and unſtable 
the Minds of both Man and Woman-kind. 


St. ANDREJ/ in Holbourn. This Pariſh has 
rendered its Name famous to all ſucceeding Ages, 
for retaining the Aſhes of that great and won- 
derful Woman Mrs. Sarah Salishb--y. As it is a 
Debt due to the Memory of illuſtrious Perſonages, 
to have the great Actions of their Lives pointed 
out to the World, I ſhall, as far as my Abili- 
ties will ſuffer. me, do Juſtice to the Memory of 
this defunct Gentlewoman. I ſhould impoſe on 
my Readers, were I to attempt ſo much as to give 
an Account of her Genealogy. Whether ſhe

Hiſtorians, the Place of her Nativity, like

Theſe Gentle- 
men (for ſuch they efteem themſelves on all Ho- 
2 have, by their Deeds of Arms, render d 

elves very terrible in the Eye of the Town, 
and are ſaid to have perform'd more heroick Ac- 
tions than even ſome of our Trained-Bands. I 
have ever look'd upon it as a great Misfortune 
to Britain, that they could never be brought into 
the true Intereft of their Country. About the time 
as Pepper's Dragoons breakfaſted at Oxford, they 
were wont to make frequent Excurſions about 
this Metropolis; and one Night they obtain'd 
in Cheap-ſide a compleat Victory over their mor- 
tal and avowed Enemies the Muzgites ; but I re- 
member it had like to have proved a dear Ru- 
ſmeſs to the Nation, for the next Day there was 
a moſt prodigious Run upon the Bank, all ſorts 
of Stock declin'd in the Alley; a general Decay of 
publick Credit enſu'd ; and at Ch-—4's and 
Sznd——4"s Coffee-Houſes, they cry'd out a Re- 
foration : The Pariſh Bells and the Weetly Jour- 
nals rang with the Particulars of the Action, and 
certain Benefic'd Priefts were wavering, and un- 
der great Doubts and Difficulties : In ſhort, all 
feem'd to be given up for loſt, till the Muggites 
return d the Viſit, and repaid them in their own 
Coin, and fo brought Things back into their for- 


mer Channel. However, it was by ſome ſage 


Heads thought neceſſary to put an expeditious 
End to theſe Troubles ; and accordingly a Treaty 
was ſet on Foot at the end of Salisbury-Court, 
which produced the deſired Effect. | 


Nor 
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Nor many Years ſince, the Gentleman's Gen- 
tleman came with the Hiſtory of King Jobn, and 
threaten'd to ſubvert the antient Conſtitution of 
the Suburbs of this Pariſh, and ſetting forth in 
his Manifeſto's, cramm'd with many ſpecious Pre- 
tences (an Artifice ever made uſe of by Uſur- 
pers,) That the Inhabitants were to enjoy great- 
er Privileges than any of their Predeceffors : 
Theſe Declarations had gain'd ſo far upon Peo- 
ple, that a Revolt was apprehended, when the 
prudent Church-wardens of that Time, made uſe 
of no other Means than an able Barber, who had 
acquir'd a good Reputation in Shaving the Gen- 
tleman ; having receiv'd from him one or two 
kind Viſits, the Pariſh has ſince heard no more 
of his Pretenſions. | 


THE united Pariſhes of St. ANNE BLACK- 
FRYERS and St. ANDREW W ARDROBE, 
are the Source of all our publick Intelligences; tis 
from this Quarter ſues Miſt's Journal and Apple- 
bee's Journal, the Britiſh Journal, the Daily Jour- 
nal, and the Daily Poſt, cum multis als. And I 
have been inform'd, that one half of the Pa- 
riſhioners are wholly employ'd in collecting Fur- 
niture for theſe Papers, as Births, Marriages, 
Deaths, and Miſcarriages, c. and have their 
Salaries and Perquiſites in proportion to their re- 
ſpeftive Services. Tho' the Proprietors and Mana 
gers of theſe Papers, live in the utmoſt Contempt 
and Envy of one another, yet it would be as dif- 
ficult to procure a Purſe of Gold from a Poez, or 
a Bluſh from a Bawd, as to engage them in a 
blick Quarrel or Controverſy with each other, 
xperience having inform'd them how prejudicial 
this Practice has been to the antient — 
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for it was a Method formerly, when a young 
Writer ſtarted up, for the old ones to ſnarl at him, 
and inſult him with the Epithets of Scoundrel, 
Lyar, Jacobite, &c. till the World has begun to make 
enquiry into the Merits of the Diſpute, which has 
often carried the Sale of the Defendant's Paper to 
a far greater height than the Plantiff's The 
ſeeming Quarrel formerly between Mis Journal 
and the Flying-Poft, was ſecretly concerted be- 
<ween themſelves, in order to decoy the Eyes of 
all the Parties on both their Papers; and the 
Projett ſucceeded beyond all Expectation, for I 
have been told, that the former narrowly miſs'd 
getting an Eſtate by it. There are ſuch Contra- 
rieties in the Bafineſs of this Species of People, 
that ſeem to me amazing; a Book, or Pamphlet, 
order'd to be burnt by the Hands of the Com- 
mon Hangman, is the moſt agreeable News that 
can come to the Proprietors of the Copy; and I 
have been inform'd, that if this Favour was to 
be purchas'd, there is not a Bookſeller in London, 
but would willingly give an om Sum to 
have all the Books in his Shop fired in the ſame 
manner. A Warrant now and then from the Se- 

cretary's Office, is a ſingular Advantage to a 
young Beginner; and a Pamphlet has been many 
times brought to the Ninth Edition, for the Prin- 
ters only taking Coach in Company of a Meſſen- 
er, to the Cockpit, when perhaps fix ſingle ones 
d not been fairly fold off, but for this Aſſiſ- 


tance. Nay, 'tis become a common Artifice a- 
monſt the Venders of Books and Pamphlets, when 
an Impreſſion lies dead upon their Hands, to re- 
port, that an Army of Meſſengers is in purſuit 
of the Author ; when, by the Means of this Fal- 


lacy, the Book ſhall, according to the Phraſe, be- 
gin to Drop. | 
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ONE of the Weckly Journaliſts, whoſe Name 
was expetted every Week to appear in the Ga- 
zette under a WHEREAS, luckily chanced to be 
ſent. for to ///hitehall to anſwer a ſingle Queſtion 3 
it proved the Making of the Man, for he ſoon 
retrieved his Allairs, and lives now in extraor- 
dinary Circumſtances in the City. 

VALETUDINARY People I would adviſe to 
take the Air three or four times a Week, or oft- 
ner, if their Buſineſs will permit, in Black- Fryers, 
ſoon after twelve at Noon, where I am fully per- 
ſwaded, that a true View of thoſe wretched Em- 
blems of Henger, the Journeymen Taylors, will 
recover the moſt depraved Appetite ſooner than 
the belt Stomatick that can be deviſed. I have 
heard of many Conlumptives, who by a due Ex- 
erciſe in this manner, about Bedford-vury and 
Vinegar-yard, have been brought from an Egg 
to a Chicken a Pay; and I am fatisfy'd, if ei- 
ther Ch——yze or Stroth——x were acquainted 
with this Place, they would both agree in this 
Syſtem. | 

St. MARTIN at LUDGATE is indeed but a 
ſmall Pariſh, but has the greateſt Reſort of La- 
dies of any other in the City, becauſe "tis here 
the fair. Sex are furniſh'd with Materials to make 
their Conqueſts. There are many young Ladies, 
and what is worſe, old Ladies, within the Bills 
of Mortality, that every Saturday, while their 
Houſes are cleaning, take a Tour to this Pari 
for no other Reaſon in the World, but becauſe 
they can't tell how elſe to diſpoſe of themſelves; 
they ſwim into the Shops by Shoals, not to buy, 
but to hear the Sies ruſtle, and to fill up their 
own Leiſure, by putting the ſmart Journeymen 
into full Employment; ſo that they tumble * 
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the Goods and deafen the young Fellows with a 
round of Queſtions, till they have found nothing 
in the Shop Yo pleaſe their Fancy, as they call it: 
Then they toſs themſelves again into their Coa- 
ches, and drive on the Perſecution to the Terror 
and Diſturbance of moſt of the Toy and Tea 
Shops in the City. 

I have heard by an Acquaintance, who is a 
Quaker, and therefore I believe would ſcarce 
lye, That the Detatchment of the Foot-Guards 
which marches thro' the City to the Tower, has 
prov'd a very great Miſchief to the young Mer- 
cers and Druggiſts; the gay Coat and graceful 
Air of the leading Officer, together with the 
martial Beat of the Drum, having occaſion'd ma- 
ny a menacing Letter into the Country, whereby 
a poor tender Mother has often been obliged to 
compound for a Lieutenancy, or a Pair of Colurrs, 
to preſerve her Son from a Conſumption. This 


makes it no Wonder, to ſee a young Fellow the 


one Day performing the good Offices of a Citizen 
behind a Counter, and the next Day thoſe of a 
Commander. An elderly Mercer intimated to 
me, that unleſs an Expedient could be found out 
to put a ſtop to this Evil, there would, in a 
lictle time, be ſcarce a ſufficient Number of young 
Fellows left to carry on the Buſineſs. 

AT a ſhort Diſtance hence is a little Eccleſiaſtic 
Office, where Marriages are purchas'd at a much 
more reaſonable Rate than in the Parochial Chur- 
ches, which occaſions ſometimes a great Hurry 
of Coupling-work upon the Hands of the Doc- 
tors; but in a Dearth of Buſinels they have their 
Agents out on a Sabbath as far as Aile-end and 
the other extreme Parts of the Town, ſolliciting 
of Weddings, and many a young Male and Fe- 
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male, who have been only out to take an innocent 
Walk in the Fields, have been decoy'd down, 
and have enter d into the holy State, when nei- 
ther of them, perhaps, had the leaſt thought of 
Matrimony an Hour before. Tho' in this Place 
Credit is generally at a low Ebb, yet upon the 
Return of a Fleet from the Baltict, or the Medi- 
terranean, the Word only of one of theſe illegi- 
timate Divines, will go for half the Geneva and 


fine Ale in the Rules; and tho' they are thought 
to lie out of the way of Preferment, I have known 


many of them in my Time, who have been ad- 
vanc'd to a higher Poſt. 


St. SEPULCHRES Pariſh is noted for a 
large Monaftery, to which great Numbers reſort 
daily, and live retired from the World, inſomuch 
that every ſix Months they are forced to ſend a- 
way divers on their Pilgrimage to Parts beyond 
the Seas, to make Room for other recluſe Per- 
ſons. Tis fail, chat a certain Gentleman in this 
Pariſh, holds his Life by no other Tenor, than 
by preſenting to the Gallows a -n within ten 
24 of himſelf once a Month; and tho' this 
has proved to him a Work of vaſt Difficulty, he 


has made ſhift to preſerve himſelf many Lears. 


I one Day happen'd into the Company of the 
Beadle or Bell-man of this Pariſh, in whoſe Cuſ- 
tody, I was inform'd, the Admonition, or Ver- 
ſes, ſaid to the condemn d Malefadtors the Night 
before Execution, are ſaſely repoſited; and hearing 
they had made a great Noiſe in the World, I defir'd 
the Favour of a Copy; the Fellow leering up in 
my Face, cries, Il warraut you are ſome Printer, 
and thereupon ask'd me twenty Guinea's. I will 
now appeal to any one, whether a Man of ſuch 
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a Conſcience, ſhould be permitted to perform any 
Part of the miniſterial Office either in Verſe or 
Proſe : But as this extravagant Demand ſerved 
to heighten my Curioſity, I was reſolved to come 
at them at all Rates, and ſoon after found Means 
to corrupt an Intimate of this Gentleman's with 
half a quartern of Geneva, and fo obta'n'd a true 
Copy: Upon Examination, I found Chaucer , 
Spencer, nor Dryden, had hardly a Hand in the 
Compoſition ; and I had much Realon to ſuſpect 
Ben. Johnſon, as having heard, that he had the 
Misfortune to paſs under Newgate at a Time 
when the Bellman was repeating them, which 
had like to have coſt him his Lite, for he not 
only refunded his Supper, but kept his Bed for 
a Week afterward. Lhe Vulgar, who flock from 
all Parts of the Town to be inſtructed in this 
Doctrine of the Bell, take it to be more eſſen- 
tial to the Salvation of the poor Souls, than any Me- 
thod that can be propos d by the Ordinary of 
the Place, or even the whole Conroc—z ; and, if 
at the time when this Ceremony is performing, 
an Ambaſſador from the greateſt Potentate in 
Europe was making his Publick Entry, or an Ex- 
preſs with the News of the landing of 4co00 Men 
to invade the Kingdom, was paſſing to Court this 
Way, they muſt both wait till this more impor- 
tant Affair is over. I was once prevailed on to 
viſit a Gentleman of the Muſes, who was under 
Sentence of Death for Burglary and Felony, in 
breaking and entering a Coo -Shop in the Night- 
time; it happen d to be the Day before Exe- 
cution; I therefore recommended my Friend to 
a due Conſideration of his dreadiul Eftate, and 
took notice to him of what a thort Space there 
ſiood between him and Eternity. The poor Gen- 
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tleman (1 ſhall never forget him) very ſerioull 
replied, The Hour of his Diſſolution was mh 
nearer than I apprehended, for he 1aid, he ſhould 
never be able to {urvive paſt Eleven at Night, 
the time the Bell-man was to ſay his Verſes. 


CHRIST-CHURCH Pariſh is remarkable for 
a famous Hoſpital, in which many hundreds of 
Youths are annually educated for Trades, and 
other for the Sea, tho* now and then a CHILD 
has happen'd to go elſewhere, that has had ex- 
cellent Precepts imbib'd into him in this Place. 

Tris Parith did formerly afford a Reſidence 


to my old Friend Paul Lorrain of pious Memory, 


who was many Years Ordinary of Newgate, but 
he could never attain to the Chaplainſhip of that 
Priſon. What is remarkable of this Gentleman 
was, that during his Life, he was the Object of 
almoſt every Body's Scorn ; and J could never 
hear of above two People who ſpoke favourably 
of him, and thoſe were the Printer and Publiſher 
of his Dying Speech Papers; nay, the very Cri- 
minals whom he attended to Execution, were 
wont to make wry Faces at him at the Tree; 
and one more harden'd than the reſt, made an 


attempt upon his Pocket juſt before he was. 


going to be turn'd off, But when Mr. Lorrain 
had eſcap'd to his Grave, he was univerſally re- 

retted, and in particular by his moſt inveterate 
| wax who then had recourſe to the old Pro- 
verb, When the old one's gone, &c. I know that 
Mr. Lorrain drew the Malice of many Thouſands 
upon him, becauſe he could never be brought to 
join in Opinion with many other Clergymen, that 
the Murder of King Charles the Firſt, could 
never be lulticiently atoned tor, but by a general

Maſſacre of the Diſſenters: And tho' the poor 
Man has many times been in Danger of having 
his Brains knock'd out by his Orthodox Neigh-

able to conquer this Weakne!s. 

As Lam now got ſo near to Liitle-Britain, L muſt 
beg leave to inform the Inhabitants, that the 
fame is a Part of His Majeſty's Dominions, be- 
cauie certain People there do now and then act 
as it they harbour d another Opinion. 


St. GREGORY, St. AUSTIN, and St. FAITII, 
were by our pious Anceſtors diſcreetly join'd, or 
rather jumbled together, being ſeated on a Track 
of the moſt religious Earth in the Kingdom, as 
Pater-Noſter-Row , Ave-Mary-Lane, Amen Cor- 
ner, &c. Here is likewiſe a religious Ambula- 
tory for the WYhetters and Weuchers, where tis 
whimſical enough to behold the People under 
one Roof , divided into two Parties , the one 
purſuing their Dzver/cons, and the other their De- 
votions. | 

I one Sabbath-day happen'd to fall in with the 
latter Party, where amidſt the Crowd I obſerv'd a 
Perſon of the moſt ſanctified Aſpect I ever had laid 
my Eyes on; the Man made the Reſponſes with 
the utmoſt Zeal and Regularity, and while the 
Girls, their Eyes, were fix'd upon the Choiriſters, 
his were nailed to the Cieling: To ſpeak the 
Truth of my Heart, I concluded him no better 
than a Spy from Salter's-Hall. This profound 
Picture of Penitence, did I long behold with a 
religions Admiration, and withed myſelf in his 
Caſe, or at leaſt but half ſo Orthodox a Chri- 
ſtian. I had ſcarce thought again than the Ser- 
vice cealed, the Place was gone all into Contu- 
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ſion, and every one ſearching for his FYatch and 
Snuff-box ;, a Gentleman having at that Inſtant 
detected this very Perſon's Hand in his Pocket; 
and I remember when the Man was ſearched, 
they diveſted him of as many Watches, Boxes, &c. 
as would have ſet up any reaſonable Shop-keeper. 

Pater-nofter-Row produces Nymphs that are a- 
greeable enough: It is ſaid, that they were formerly 
handſome, but the elder Ladies their Miſtreſ- 
ſes, were under a Neceſſity of altering the Cuſ- 
tom, becauſe it drew a Concourſe of idle Beaus 
to loiter about their Shops, ſo that the Bu- 
fineſs of Love has been often ſuſpended, and e- 
ven divers great Weddings paſpon d for want of 
the Linnen. 

Alas poor Joſeph! the wonderful Youth is 
gone ! this political Apprentice was acquainted 
with more Hiſtory Sacred and Prophane, than 
many Noblemen, and was as well known to the 
Lower Houſe of Convec-—n, as ever V. ſton, 
or Tol——zd was; by his conſtant Attendance 
upon Clergymen and Clergy-women, he knew 
the Value of every Living in Great-Britain to a 
fingle Groat ; for whenever a Diſpute of this Na- 
ture has ariſen between two Reverend Grey-heads, 
Joe has been call'd upon, and his Opinion has been 
a final Determination. 


St. GILES's without CRIPPLEGATE. I have 
heard ſome malicious People affirm, that there 
are great numbers of Jacobites in this Pariſh, and 
being unwilling to believe ſo vile a Slander, I took 
a Mugg with the Officer that colle&s the Ex- 
ciſe on Beer, Brandy, Fc. who upon producing 
his Books demonſtrated the Falſity of this Aſſer- 
tion, for I found that the People are no Enemics 
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to the Revenuc, and then conſequently can be 
none to the Government ; thoſe of the lower 
Sort never uſing Wine, unleſs upon ſome extra- 
ordinary and folemn Occaſion, as a Burial or a 
Baptiſm, which has given occaſion for a merry 
Saying amongſt the /7iatzers, when a bad Pipe is 
upon their Hands, viz. That it will ſerve for the 
Cripplegate Chriſtenings. 

Hackney-Coachmen, Porters, and all forts of Han- 
dicrafis, abound in this Quarter ; *tis cuſtomary 
for a Black/mith here, who after he has given him- 
ſelf a harder Exerciſe at his Forge for ſix Days 
together than a Gally-ſlave has had at his Oar 
for a Month, to divert himſelf on the Sunday 
with a ſerious Wall, perhaps as far as Reading 
or Rocheſter, to taſte a Mugg of ſpecial Two- 
penny, and return the ſame Day in order to re- 
peat his Labour the next, while other Hail Me- 
chanicks of both Sexes (whole Garments are un- 
der Date and Tribulation) more religiouſly keep 
their Beds all Day, as remembring the Sabbath 
was appointed for a Day of Refs. 

THE memorable Pamphlet call'd, The Benefit 
of Farting, was written (as I have been informed) 
by an Haberdaſber of Pork and Peaſe in Fore- 
.- ffreet, Neither is this Parith lets noted for pro- 
ducing other learned and eminent People, as A. 
ſtrologers and Phyſicians; tho' I have heard of 
ſuch Practices and Experiments as have been 
uſed by the Gentlemen of the Faculty on the In- 
habitants, as would, were they to be enquir'd in- 
to, be juſtifiable in no other TI than that of 
the Ap thecaries. 

We ſay, that when Nature is deficient in one 
Part, ſhe makes amends in another; and the Ob- 
ſervation is no where ſo true as in the Beggars of 

this 
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Womb Legg- le, and of Conſequence a Depen- 
dant upon the next Turners Shop for Deputy- 
Supporters, ſhe ever ſupplies him with much 
Brawn for a natural Cuſhion, as knowing him 
more inclinable to the Sedentary than the Peripa- 
zetick Philoſophy. If ſhe puts out his Eyes, ſhe 
enlarges the S nſe of Feeling, and makes him an 
acute Diſtnguiſher between Braſs and Silver. If 
ſhe chops olf his Arms, ſhe in return ſtretches 
the Wind- pipe, dilates the Thorax, and makes 
him capable of talking longer, and more to the 
Purpoſe than a Female Scold : For what ſays the 
honeſt Beggar upon his Truſ5 of Straw in Mooor- 
Fields of the Paſſengers, I will have ſome of their 
Money without ſtirring one Foot from this Spot. of 
Earth. Accordingly he tunes his Voice, raiſes 
his Pipe to a Pitty-drawing Pitch, and a Shower 
of Copper falls into his Lap, which he converts 
at the next Brandy-ſhop into true Serling. 


St. FAMES at CLERRKEM EL is, a large 
and well-ſtock'd Pariſh : The Inhabitants, gene- 
rally ſpeaking, ſpeak as plain Engliſh as thoſe of 
St. Botolph at Billingſgate: The Women for the 
moſt part, are obſerved to wear black and blue 


Eyes, with fevelPd Faces; which has been ſug- 


geſted by the Learncd, to be owing to their too 
great Volubility of Speech, and the Courteſy of 
their well-bred Husbands, who are generally Buz- 
chers, and treat them in the ſame tender and re- 
ſpectful manner as they do their Cattle. 

In this Pariſh there are-two Colleges, in which 
are taught ſeveral Sciences, as the Aid Laye, the 
File Laye, &c. and the Students by their profi- 
ciency in theſe Arts, often render themlelves very 
famous to Poſterity ; A Induſtry has "_ 

us 
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us' d lately to collect Memoirs and Narratives of 
the Lives of the Defunct Fellows, being Hiſtories 
that are greatly admired now-a-days. Vaſt Num- 
bers that have been here educated, are now on 
their Travels beyond Sea, and the Cuſtom being 
to tarry ſeven or fourteen Years, they uſually re- 
turn largly furniſh'd with foreign Knowledge. 
THis Precint extends to the reputable Vil- 
lage called Black Mary's Hole, and comprehends 
Piſſing- Alley and Codpiece-Court; and tis credibly 
rt there is no want of that ſort of 
ork in this Pariſh. 


St. BENNET and St. PETER PAUL's- 


WHARF. "Tis pretended that theſe People 
are more civi/liz'd than the reſt of the Citizens, 
yet their Courteſy does not appear much to Stran- 
gers: A Perſon of a dejected Aſpeft cannot paſs 
thro 'em but he ſhall be teaz d almoſt to Death 
to know whether he wants to proteſt againſt ſome 
ul-contrivid Will. A Perſon with a ple ſant 
Countenance is in as bad a Condition, as falling 
under a ſuſpicion of a Probation, or a Licence. 
And IT have ſeen a Gentlewoman in a blue Apron 
with a Vein of the fame Colour a-croſs her 
Noſe, who has had her Cloaths tore from off 


Her Back to be aſſiſted with Proce/es againſt her 


foul-mouth'd Neighbours. 


 ALLHALLOFS in Bread-ſtreet, and St. 

O HN the Evangeliſt. I have heard that the 

opes have been elected with much leſs Notice 
and Ceremony than theſe People were formerly 
wont to chooſe their Lecturers. "Tis not many 
Years ſince the Office of Beadle became vacant, 
when the Heats and Animoſities that aroſe 


upon 
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upon the Election of another, were of ſo warm and 
contentious a Nature, that the Peace of not only 
the City, but the whole Kingdom was endan- 

gered; and aſter the greateſt Struggle that was 
ever known f in London, between the Court and 
Country Parties (for ſo they termed each other) 
the Point was carried by the former. 


St. MICHAEL and St AL BAN in Wood- 


Areet, and St. MILDRED in the Poultry. 


As the People of this Iſland are more tenacious 
of their Liberties than any other in the whole 
Chriſtian World, I have often been amazed at 
the Conduct of the Inhabitants in theſe Places 
tor their notorious Violations and Infringements of 
theſe valuable Privileges, which hath coſt this 
Nation ſuch Quantities of Blood and Treaſure ; 
for to my certain Knwoledge, there are vaſt Num- 
bers of Britiſh Subjects whoſe Liberties are now 
actually reſtrained ; and there are many other 
of his Ma og hm, Liege "Ow who are kept from 
walking the appearing on their law- 
ful ns, left py bs aſſaulted and put in 
Fear ;, fo precarious are the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple made by the good Folks of theſe Pariſhes. 


St. LAIVRENCE Jeury, St. KATHERINE 
Coleman-ſtreet, St. MARY in Aldermanbury, and 
St. MICHAEL BASSISHAW. Amidit theſe 
Pariſhes ſtands the Guild-Hall of this great Me- 
tropolis, wherein is contain'd many Courts of Juſ- 
ſtice; but there is one in particular which ſeems to 
have the faireſt Title to that Character; this is — 
led the Court of Conſcieuce, where the judges 
Gentlemen) often endanger their Hearing. J 
known a Cauſe for * pence half-penny carried 
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on more rigorouſly between Plantiff and Deſen- 
dant, than a Suit in Chancery for oo . This 
Court has a greater Power than moſt of the Su- 
perior Courts, as having a Power of committing 
in Execution, and from which no Appeal lieth. 
The bare mention of this Judicature to an Offi;

of your Eye the Prelude to a Rape; and if you 
but touch her Hand, tho* to help her to her 
Coach, or over a Channel, ſhe ſtarts from you, 
and rebukes you with a ſtrangeneſs of Aſpect, as 
if you carried Temptation and Unchaſtity on your 
Fingers-ends.

IF we look back in to the original State of 
many Things, we ſhall be ſurpriz'd to find the 
Improvements they have undergone, and the Gran- 
deur they have attained from their firſt low be- 
ginnings. Poetry took its Riſe from Hymas and 
Prov-rbial Sayings ;, the Majeſty of Tragic Heroes, 
which of old was confined in Waggons, now vaunts 
at Eaſe under ſtately Roofs : Who would imagine 
that the vain gaudy Creature WoMAN, that now 
triumphs over her Maſter, MAN, was once his 
obſequious Hand-maid, and in her primitive Na- 
kednels, was proud to adminiſter to his Pleaſures ? 
No Iloaps or Stays fene'd her from his rough Em-
